Immediately  after  Labor  Day,  the  Susquehanna  University  football  team  under  the 
direction  of  Coach  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg,  Jr.,  reported  for  practice.  Although  four  letter- 
men  from  last  year  were  not  in  the  lineup,  the  freshman  material  far  exceeded  that  of  last 
year.  Early  in  training  season,  little  optimism  was  released  from  the  Crusader  camp  until 
a  good  crop  of  freshmen  candidates  appeared  to  brighten  the  hopes  of  the  Orange  and 
Maroon  mentors. 

Although  the  Crusader  Eleven  under  the  co-captains,  Pritchard  and  Davis,  won  only 
four  of  their  eight  engagements  on  the  gridiron  this  year,  they  have  enjoyed  the  most 
successful  season  since  the  arrival  of  Coach  Stagg  five  years  ago.  The  Coach  has  been 
assisted  by  Pritchard,  line  coach  for  three  years. 


Susquehanna  6,  Buffalo  0 

On  September  30,  Susquehanna's  Crusaders  surprised  a  big  Buffalo  team  and  came 
home  with  their  first  opening  game  victory  since  19.3  5.  In  spite  of  rain  and  muddy 
ground,  they  completely  outclassed  their  opponents. 

Zuback,  who  plaj'ed  at  guard  and  end,  booted  the  kick  off  of  the  1939  season.  In 
the  second  quarter,  Groce  carried  the  ball  seven  times  and  finally  cut  over  tackle  from 
the  three-yard  marker  to  score  for  Susquehanna.

The  gridmen  suffered  their  first  setback  at  Carlisle.  Both  teams  were  hindered  by 
the  intense  heat,  but  were  spurred  on  by  the  grand  support  of  the  student  body.  During 
the  first  period  it  looked  as  though  the  Crusaders  had  a  superior  team.  Two  strategic 
passes  to  Heaton  and  Pritchard  reaped  first  downs  for  Susquehanna.  Hopes  were  high 
until,  due  to  a  penalty  on  their  sustained  drive,  the  Staggmen  were  unable  to  score.  During 
the  second  quarter  the  "Red-Devils"  scored,  and  again  in  the  last  quarter.  Our  team 
played  a  superb  game  on  the  offense  and  outdistanced  their  opponents  on  yardage,  but 
severe  injuries  started  at  the  first  quarter  and  lasted  throughout  the  game.  Eisenhart, 
Heaton,  and  Frattali  were  on  the  casualty  list.

A  combination  of  graduation  and  injuries  plus  a  late  football  season  served  to  retard 
the  Crusader  five's  start  this  season,  so  that  with  the  mid-season  slump  which  occurred  the 
record  was  far  from  impressive.  However,  the  team  did  win  forty  per  cent  of  its  twenty- 
game  schedule  in  addition  to  losing  three  games  by  one  point  margins. 

Losing  four  of  last  year's  winning  combination,  this  year's  squad  was  composed,  in  the 
main,  of  former  Junior  Varsity  players.  Their  lack  of  experience  appeared  noticeably 
when  the  quintet  won  but  one  of  the  first  six  court  struggles.  However,  by  this  time, 
the  football  men  had  worked  into  basketball  condition,  and  two  games  were  won  in  quick 
succession.  Then  came  another  slump  in  which  the  Crusaders  succumbed  to  five  consecu- 
tive foes.  With  the  introduction  of  the  last  stretch,  the  team  members  took  on  a  new 
lease  and  triumphed  in  five  of  the  last  seven  games,  thus  winding  up  in  glory  an  otherwise 
rather  gloomy  record. 

The  Alumni  brought  back  the  strongest  team  in  its  history,  led  by  Bob  Herr,  captain 
of  last  year's  record-breaking  outfit,  and  triumphed  in  a  rough  and  tumble  game  in  which 
action  of  the  fastest  type  was  to  be  seen.  Don  Ford,  one  of  the  leading  scorers  of  the 
Crusader  five,  was  missing  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and  his  presence  was  sorely 
needed  as  a  spark  plug  was  desired  to  lead  the  shooting  efforts  of  the  players. 

Penn  State  Pottsville  Center  was  conquered  after  a  slow,  grueling  game,  in  which  Stan 
Stonesif  er  showed  his  wares  as  a  scorer  to  lead  the  Susquehannians.  Due  to  his  fine  showing 
in  this  game,  he  was  honored  by  being  selected  on  their  all-opponent  team  of  the  season. 
Templin  and  Kaltreider,  who  with  Ford  formed  the  trio  of  high  point  men  for  the  season, 
showed  their  abilities  were  blossoming. 

Journeying  to  Penn  State  proved  the  Susquehanna  team  decidedly  outclassed  and 
trounced  severely.  Height,  speed,  and  keen  shooting  was  shown  outstandingly  by  the 
State  five  as  they  used  two  teams  alternately  in  their  victory. 

Playing  again  on  a  foreign  court,  the  Crusaders  were  defeated  by  Dickinson's  Red 
Devils  in  a  close  game  which  was  chalked  up  as  a  defeat  because  of  a  fourth  quarter  let- 
down.    Co-Captain  Kaltreider  was  the  luminary  for  Susquehanna  in  this  skirmish. 
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Then  came  one  of  the  most  heartbreaking  losses  of  the  season,  an  extra  period  defeat 
by  Bucknell  Junior  College.  Coming  from  behind  to  tie  the  score,  the  Junior  College  went 
on  to  edge  out  the  home  team  by  a  narrow  one  point  margin.  Co-Captain  Bob  Fisher  and 
big  Phil  Templin  led  the  scoring  column  for  Susquehanna. 

The  first  game  of  the  new  year  saw  another  one  point  defeat  for  the  Crusaders,  this 
time  at  the  hands  of  the  tall,  rangy  Earlham  outfit  on  their  eastern  tour.  Stonesifer, 
clever  pivot  shooter,  threw  them  through  the  hoops  to  lead  his  mates. 

Then  came  two  victories.  Scoring  freely,  the  Crusaders  showed  powerful  potential- 
ities in  trouncing  Scranton  Keystone  in  a  runaway  game,  and  then  took  Alfred  University 
into  camp  by  a  safe  margin.  Kaltreider,  Templin,  and  Ford  once  again  shone  forth  in 
making  baskets,  the  last  mentioned  rolling  up  twenty-four  points  alone  against  Alfred  to 
set  a  record  for  individual  scoring  in  one  game  for  the  five  years  the  quintet  has  been  under 
Coach  Stagg's  tutelage. 

However,  the  winning  ended,  a  prolonged  five-game  losing  streak  came  down  upon 
the  team.  Bucknell's  Bisons  trampled  Susquehanna  in  a  second  half  spurt;  Elizabethtown 
edged  out  a  one  point  victory  on  their  home  court;  and  Moravian  won  out  in  a  hard, 
free  scoring  contest,  all  in  one  week.  Ford  and  Templin  again  were  outstanding  on  offense 
with  Bill  Nye  exhibiting  his  consistent  defensive  power  as  backguard.  The  next  two  losses 
occurred  on  the  Reading-Philadelphia  trip  after  a  strenuous  semester  week.  Wyomissing 
ran  all  over  the  seemingly  fatigued  Crusaders  with  an  aggressive,  fast-breaking  offense 
that  clicked  perfectly  on  their  home  court.  The  next  night  Drexel's  Engineers  won  the 
lowest  score  victory  of  the  season.     A  small  court,  low  ceiling,  and  slow  plays  made  for

this  unusually  small  total — twenty-one  to  sixteen.     On  this  trip, 
Tcmplin  and  Kaltreider  teamed  up  on  offensive  drive. 

With  the  final  sprint  at  hand,  the  squad  revived.  In  an  inter- 
esting game  for  the  spectators,  the  Crusaders  beat  the  fighting 
five  from  Gallaudet.  Despite  their  physical  sense  disadvantage 
they   put   up  a  courageous   battle. 

Rising  literally  out  of  their  sick  beds,  the  Susquehanna  five 
journeyed  to  Huntingdon  to  eke  out  a  three  point  victory  from 
Juniata — the  only  team  beaten  twice  this  season  by  the  Selinsgrove 
boys — Juniata  being  defeated  a  week  later  in  the  Alumni  gym- 
nasium in  an  equally  tight  game.  Heaton,  versatile  sophomore 
center  and  guard  paired  with  Ford  in  the  first  game  while  Templin 
and  Ford  combined  in  the  second  on  the  Crusader's  victory  march. 

Despite  an  amazing  second  half  rally,  a  disastrous  first  half 
spelled  defeat  for  Susquehanna  once  again  to  Moravian,  this  year's 
king  of  the  mythical  Central  Pennsylvania  League  whose  other 
members  are  Juniata  and  Elizabethtown.  Susquehanna,  it  may 
be  mentioned,  was  runner-up  this  present  season.  With  such 
fine  players  as  Brandafi,  McConologue,  and  Kraus,  Moravian  was 
ranked  with  the  best  of  Pennsylvania  teams. 

An  earlier  defeat  to  Elizabethtown  was  avenged  on  the 
Crusader's  home  court  in  the  next  game  on  the  schedule.  Despite 
Disnay,  Elizabethtown  captain  and  high  scoring  center,  the 
E-towners  were  held  in  check  by  Nye  and  Kaltreider,  while  Ford 
again  led  the  offensive  spurts. 

The  last  two  games  of  the  season  were  played  during  a  week- 
end trip  to  New  York  City.  At  East  Orange,  the  Susquehanna 
five  were  tripped  up  through  overconfidence  by  a  scrappy  Upsala 
team  who  refused  to  be  beaten.  Flowever,  the  next  night  saw  a 
smooth-passing,    sharp-shooting    Crusader    five    ring    down    the 
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curtains  by  a  splendid,  fighting  rally  in  the  second  halt.  It  was 
the  last  intercollegiate  game  for  Co-Captains  Bob  Fisher  and  Clair 
Kaltreider,  as  well  as  for  Bill  Nye,  and  John  Bice,  and  a  game 
worthy  of  recalling  to  memory. 

Despite  the  graduation  losses,  next  year's  basketball  squad 
should  be  stronger  with  a  fine  nucleus  of  varsity  men  plus  a 
promising  junior  varsity  squad  so  that  Susquehanna  should  see 
good  basketball  in  the  ne.xt  few  years.
